NYlieii Iho bill to iiicoriiornto the pro- 
puaed eity of Viiticuuver c'aino up fur a 
•econd reading in the house ou Friday 
last' stronR objections were taken to tlio 
name thut iiad been selected asbeinfj cul- 
ciiluted to cauao intorniinablo confusion 
from the fact iif there beinn ft Vducouver 
island (a part of our province), and Fort 
Vancouver and a townaite Vancouver in 
Washington territory. Convinced of the 
endless number of mistakes to which the in- 
dofinitenoss of many postal addreai s would 
give rise, what certainly appeared to be a 
majority of the raoinbera preaent expreas- 
ed thenisolvea favorably towards the in - 
corporation under a name other than that 
of Vancouvor, or a rejection of 
the bill if that name was to be the only 
one under which the letters patent were 
to be granted. And althoush, owing to 
certain remarks of the provincial secreta- 
ry, uttered with undue warmth, this ob- 
jection waa fanned into a violent burst of 
opposition, tho reasons aj^ainst the. selec- 
tion of such a name are logical and clear. 
In the first placa tho sole but sutiioient 
grounds of objection are the inif>t*ke* and 
misundorstaudings thataro coriain to hap- 
pen from the multiplicity of the name ot 
Vancouver fur towns and cities in this 
part of the world; mistakes that will cause 
inconvenience, delays, and perhaps heavy 
losses as a consequence. Those disad- 
vantages adautted, it mustalao beoonpeded 
that unless some coiinter-balanoiiiR rpaBon 
can be urjre-3 in support of such a choice 
it ought not fur a moment to be consider- 
ed. This being the ciiao, lot us enumer- 
ate the only arguments which, so far as 
we aie aware, havu been brought forward 
in favor of this name. One was that the 
name "Varicouver" had been the cluioe 
of Mr. Van Home (viee-preaident of the 
Canadian Pacific railway), but this was 
completely disposed of by Mr, Seinlin, 
who said that unluaa a largo portion of 
the land liu 1 been specially granted to 
the company by tho province, the former 
would not have had the power to run their 
lino so directly to tho seaboard, which 
they prnpnaed to do in furtherance of 
their own interosta, and that the 
least that could have been done in 
good taste would have bi'uu for the coiu- 
pauy — through Jfr. Van Home — to hiivo 
left tho selection of a name for the city to 
. the province itself. Another so-called ar{;u- 
meut in favor of the uume was that uiapa, 
plans, advertisements, etc., had Rouo'toTth 
all speaking of the place as the city of Van- 
couver. To this .may be answered tliut the 
cottfudon which a rejection of- the name 
would occasion at this early date wonld be 
lis nothing to that which would result in 
the future tram its adoption, and that thii.«o 
who took upon thomselvos the ro.spoiiHi- 
bility of treating the uialter as delinitoly 
decided must bear tho cousoqueiiCL'H, aud 
also the biamo of any iucouvenifuce that 
may be caused to othui-rt who accepted in 
good faith the premature action of irrespon- 
sible persons. The loader of the opposition 
cogently asked, not why thu name Vancou- 
ver shrahl bo selected, but why the existing 
name. Granville, should be changed? and 
in view of the name that is proposed we 
must say, with nil vesfiect to the memory of 
tho great navigator, who bus alremly b.;(;n 
adeipiately honored in tho naming of this 
island, that we strongly undorHc thu opin- 
ions that prompted tho (luory. A.t this 
peiut it may be well to direct utteutiou to 
the iiiauifest iucoiisisteuo.v of t!ie two most 
ardent advocates of the "Vancouver" per- 
suasion — Hon. .John liubsoii anil Mr. .John 
Grant; and we will do so by comj)aiiug their 
remarks of Friday and those made by theui 
on the same subject a year ago.

The earl'er of these remarks we^ iiiade 
by the honorable gentlemen whan apeak- 
ian <o a resolution passed in the bouse on 
the 7th March, 1885, on motion of Mr. 
Duck, and which road: 

Whereu, present appear&iccs Indicate that a 
large and ituportaot city will ■hottly sprint; up 
fomewhere in tlie Tlolhlty of Coal Harbor aad Ciii; 
llsh Bay, on thu luainlaod of Urltlsh Oolunibla, niid 
•tiiat iLJa dcsirsble a suit-^hle and proper name for 
th» prospective citv should bi; ailopte l, so an to en- 
sure, as far as possible, ca.^>' aud coiiipleto mail cooi- 
munleatioa and p^Q^e^t any eonfiuion tliat miglit 
possibly arise thi'Oii;;li a Hiinilarity of namen; there- 
fore be It resolved, that tho government bo ti<iu jtted 
to take this matter into earnest consideration, >vitli 
a view of adopting ^ucli name for such i:ity as to 
tbem may seem expedient. 

■ This resolution was passed over a year 
agOj and it might have been reasonably 
hoped'that by this time tho government 
would have arrived at a definite conolu- 
sion as to what waa oxpodiunt in regard 
to the nailing of the aforesaid prospective 
city. One more reference, and we have 
done. The honorable provincial secre- 
tary stated In the house on Friday that 
the government had no authority in the 
selection nf tlio iiiiine incorporating a 
now municipality, at the same time stal 
in({ that tho proposed city already cim- 
tainod between 1,400 and 1,500 inhabit- 
ants. Now section 3 of tho Municipali- 
ties Act of 1881 enacts that:

Again, section 4 of tho same act says: 

Tlio letters patent iiieorporatinK a imiuieipality

luay be necessary for the caUblishiiu^C Sf such 'uiii> 
iilclpatlty I'* 

This act waa framed ospocially for the 
incorporation of mu iiicipalities under ono 
common cliat-tcr, su as to place them all 
oil an equality with each other in 'x'e(;ard 
to'civic afl'iirj being administered under 
the same code of law.s and penalties, and 
why a charter, diatiiict in many of its 
details, should bo thus applied fur wo fail 
to sue. If incorporation is aouyht under 
the existing act the apecilication of the 
name rests with tho same' authority that 

' deGnes the limits, nature aud extent uf 
■uch municipality, viz., tho lieutenant- 
governor in council, and this being so it 
is hoped that in viow of tlio prntoBt by 
resolution of the Jioard of Trade, the 

^^eiolutiou u{:lhe local legialatuiu, and lha 



feeling' of tho general public ajiuinst tho 
selection of the name of "Vanccuvur" 
for tho proposed terminal city, tliat those 
wenibers of the governnient who are in- 
clined to favor tho adoption of this un- 
fortunate change of name will recon- 
sider their expressed opinions and defer 
to the'wishes of a majority of the lonal 
legislature and the general public and not 
press the question to h, vote, or in thu 
event of an adverse vote being ex- 
perienced, that thoy will not ::'.lnpt the 
alternative of allowing the proposed oiiy 
to incorporate under the act as tho city of 
' ' Vancouver. "

$500. Let the Hoiucsteml .Act reiniiin us 
against county aud ^iuprcmc court juilg 
ments so that a struggling man may not bo 
wholly swamped, but allow justicoa' pe'tr 
executions full scope. Rogued aud honest 
men are alike defended from their cred- 
itors, poorer perhaps than their debtors ; the 
result will be that, when an honest man in 
temporary need asks (or a smidl loan or 
credit, he will he refused becauso the law 
will not allow a fair giiiiranlec of rrpayniciil . 
If tho man has a little properly, he must 
pawn or sell it at a sucvilico to raise leuily 
money, bocuuao the law rele.n.'ics il from auy 
responsibility. The needy unui is tliu:i 
made to sutler aud is thrown iuVii thuiucinl 
prison as it were, to protect Uini (rum the 
world. There was a time when the law 
considered the debtor the malefactor: now 
thiugs are rerersail, and the nitii who, 
from business motives, from good 
nature, or oftener from pity, allows 
another to take and use goods or It iuln 
to another is treatt.-il virtu.'illy n-. tlie wnMig- 
doer in that lie i.s prohiliited iiLiiii tdlciu:; 
of his debtor's goods the enui\ideiit ol u b.il 
belongs to him. Now they inti'inl (urtlier 
to jjrotect the honesl ' ; W(irl;iii^'ui;ni liy 
preveutiug hitu from gelling (nnit m- elnlhes 
on the credit o( his aeciiioulaliun wages. 

How about the creditor's rights? I( his 
money has bought those goods which 
the luw says the debtor can now 
retain from the rightful owner in spile of 
him, is the law just':' .Vnd if tho ileblor has 
been saved from sacrilioing tliose gouils <>( 
his, ho having no motley, by iho credit nr 
advauce given him by his creditor, will tlie 
law declare it a misplaced kmdiiossy The 
law to be honest must be just beiore it is 
generous. Five hundred dollars' worth nf 
goods is more than a truly hoiu-.st iiiau 
would keep and at the same time redisu to 
pay a just debt of $2U. I'or a )ioor man to 
lend to another is charity indeed ; (or a rich 
man to trust a poor man evinces a belief iu 
thu honor of mankind; iu a moment of 
auger the debtor, the baue&ted re- 
fuses to roi>ay, and tho next poor man is 
denied because the law upholds the first 
debtor iu his rascality. 

Perhaps a poor iiiiii may be protected 
in his little all wlien iiL-i;e«5ity foroijs hiiii 
into debt; most assuredly though, when 
the debt accrued frum untimely indul- 
gence in business, no honorable man can 
uphold the debtor in resisting piiymeiit. 

Then, as to neceaaitles, very little will 
Bufbce to koop a man from starving; when 
you give his creditors every opportunity 
of recouping theniselvea.. it is ossicr for 
him to obtain that little. Of course, if 
it is a big sum wanted, his creditor knows 
tho law and takes his chances. 

Thus, it appears to ine, that it is fur 
tho benefit of tho debtor iiml nut thu 
creditor that the debtor ah()uld bo enabled 
to got the credit he needs, and yet tho 
law throws obstacles in the way that 
rogues may be protected. 

fhen I would suggest that there should 
ba no proviso in the Attachments of 
Debts Bill to exempt workmen's wages 
from seizure, and tiiat a clause should bo 
put in tho Masjistrates' Limited Oivil .lu- 
risdiction Bill allowing no claim to home- 
stead exemption in personal properly aa 
against magistrate's civil process. 

I think the suggestion may bo timuly. 
It is no compliment to workingmoii that 
they be proteolod in ei Iravaganco, nor to 
intimate that they need to be sheltered 
from their oreditura. Why not attribute 
to them that honor and honesty, actuated 
by which he who has mine 
will reatoro it and what I have 
of his I will return. Treat all alike; no 
more is tho creditor than tho debtor a 
knave. Bettor be honest men, though 
harsh, than unjust. A prostitute or a 
gambler is by law allowed to retain what 
thoy have acquired for or in nefarious 
pursuits, in order that everybody will re- 
fuse them trust and that their bu.sinesa, 
so circumscribed, must decrease, and tiiat 
thoy thereby must bo injured. An hon - 
est man, whoso sole crime is poverty, is 
treated virtually in the same manner, but 
that ho, the honest man, may, on the 
contrary, prosper aud live on the good.i 
and the credit of others, and that he may 
furnish a hapjni home and comfortable 
fireside at tho expense and through tho 
charity of his possibly poorer neighbor.

To prevent this litigation and also iiii ap- 
peal by petition to tho federal govern- 
ment, remove these objections from the 
private bills or they may be disallowed at 
Ottawa, and if so, will not the country bo 
injured by illegitimate legislation ? Will 
not the legislature have dune harm instead 
of good by carrying its auti-Chinese and 
aooiaiistic fancies to far ? 

The federal government will do as much 
as it can to prevent tho future inllux of 
Chinese. It will do its legitimate duty as 
a part of tho empire. Let the few 
Chinese who are hero be treated like 
other fpreign reBidentii i.ia the pcuvinue.

.Ml is well that ends well, yuch at 
leiiat is tho judgment of high society in 
Uorliii upon the romance which was ter- 
minated a few days a^o by a marriago 
that was celebrated without pomp aiitl 
almost iu secret in an obscure easllo away 
back in Silesia. 

The e.xceptiotial indulgence of which 
the .locioty magnates of Berlin have given 
such a striking uxaiii|jle in this case is ex- 
pliiinod by the peculiar position nf the two 
principal characters in this romance, the 
hero boiiiL; no le.'is a [lerson than Count 
flurburt de Hiamarok , tlie eldest son of the 
chancellor, and the new collaborator of the 
emperor, who pusses an hour with him 
evory day. Tho heroine is a princess more 
famous for her beauty than for her groat 
name, and whose portrait by Richter, the 
nephew of IMoyorboor, and tho Carolus 
Duran of tJormany, attracted an much at- 
tention at the Berlin salon of lS7t<. She 
is a hrunutto, with a dark comploziun, an 
opulent bust, and thoughtful and dreamy 
eyes; and her portrait representing hor 
atanding beside a magnificent Newfound- 
land dog, evokes one of those fascinating 
visions such as are rarely to he mot with 
iu the inountaiis of Silesia, where tho 
princess C. B. belongs. I'hese initials 
were the only indication givun in the cata- 
logue nf the salon; but it was euoii well 
known that tho portrait was tint of the 
princess Carolatli Butlien, who, before hor 
inarriiige, wnf [irincen-i Klizibetli de Matz- 
feldt-Trachenberg. During the fall lurm , 
of thu salon llichter's canvas had no more ' 
torvent admirer than the young attache' 
of the embassy who to day ia under secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs, and who 
is destined to bo the future secretary of 
stato of tho Ooriuan empire. 

During the winter tif 1.S78 the young 
count bBcaine tlio devoted cavalier and 
the preferred dancor of the princess, who 
had left her residence in Silesia to be with 
her husband in Berlin, whose presence 
there waa rendered necessary by his duties 
as a member of tho roichstag, which he 
diacliargud with a Zeal tli;it waa enough to 
make him forgot the fact that his princess 
was a beauty that stood sadly in need of 
vigilant protection while ho was devoting 
himself exclusively to the advocacy of tree 
trade and the study of social ipiestions. 

But in the month of March, 1881, all 
Berlin, that had so often aeon the priii- 
ceas waltzing with the son of tho chancel- 
lor, learned that she had suddenly left 
for Florence to follow hor dancer, who 
was then attp.ched to tho ombasay at the 
the t^)uirinal. Terrible was tho anger of 
the chancellor, and groat was the scandal 
of tho most virtuous court in Europe. 
Tho outraged husband was the only one 
who remained cool. lie sent word to tho 
fugitive that ho would facilitate her di- 
vorce without taking from her the chance 
of rehabilitation by a marriage with her 
seducer, for the German law forbids tho 
union of a divorced woman with the man 
who waa the cause of the divorce. Princo 
Carolatli proved himself free from all ani- 
muaity. A marriago of the two lovers 
was believed to be approaching, but it 
was Boon learned that the young attache' 
had returned to Berlin, leaving liia beau- 
tiful victim behind him in Florence, 
whore she was alone and sick in a hired 
house. The conduct of the count waa 
revolting to sensitive souls, and the scan- 
dal provoked by the flight of the princess 
I was changed into sj'inpathy for her. Poo- 
j plo forgot that sho had arrived 
i at .111 age when such escapades 
i uro rnroly pardoriabli!, and that 
I .she had left bidiind her a dangliler, a big 
I girl ot K). Hut it was the chancellor who 
I liud iuterposed hi.s autliority and Ibreiitened 
to discard his sun. To all the cutreiitieH of 
tho latter to Icgali/e his liasou the chancel- 
lor invariably replied; . "No, 1 will never 
consent to your marrioge to tho wife of a 
' frieuil;" and he sent him sucoessivoly to St. 

reterabuig, the Hogue aud London. But 
I the passiou of the count for Iho princess, 
ttllhough the latter was siimewlial older 
than liimseK she is now 10— did not 
I dimiuish, and at last he siiC(H!ded in l)eiidiiig 
] tlie will o( the chaucellor, who does not wish 
I to see.his title of prince fall to the (einale 
I lino. Thf marriage, took place a few iliiys 
I ago at the castle of Triiclienborg, the riisi- 
I dence of I'liucc IJermaii de llatsfeldt' 
! the younger brother of the I'rincess Eli/.ii- 
J heth. 

Aud here there is a strange coincidence: 
This lady's mother, nee Countesa ile Keich- 
eubach-Cioscliut/., was also divorced after 
liftecu }'ears of w<!dilcd life, ju'ccisely the 
umiiber of years tlml hor daughter bore the 
iia:uo of Princess de (Carolatli betore she 
became tho CountesB and tho future Prin- 
cess de llismarok.
